Tips for Following Diagrams 

Make folds as precise as possible. Following the arrows, 
carefully line up each fold making sure it’s exactly where 
it’s supposed to be. Most of the steps in this book have 
clear guidelines to follow such as, “Valley-fold edge-to- 
crease,” or, “Valley-fold on the black dots.” In these cases, 
any error made will get magnified; if the beginning folds 
of a model are off, then the end folds will be REALLY off! 
However, some steps will require that you use your 
judgement as to the placement of the folds. In these cases 
exact placement is not important, but, for best results, you 
should still try to make it look as much like what’s shown 
in the diagram as possible. 

Look ahead to the next step. If, for instance, you’re on 
step 4 of a model, your goal is to make the model look like 
the diagram in step 5. So before doing step 4, you should 
look at the diagram in step 5 to see what you’re aiming for. 

Orient the paper. Make sure the paper is oriented 
exactly as it is shown in the diagram. 

Fold on a flat surface. Most folders, including myself, 
fold on a flat surface simply because it’s easier. 

Make sharp folds (unless otherwise stated). Fingernails 
are a good tool. 

Don’t get in over your head. All the models in the 
Contents are labeled Super Simple, Rather Simple, 
Intermediate, Rather Complex, and Complex. 

If you are a beginning folder, it’s a good idea to start with 
the super simple models. You’re welcome to start out 
with the complex diagrams, but if you get stuck, before 
you tear up the paper out of frustration, please come back 
and attempt something easier. 


Choosing Paper 


Almost any paper that doesn’t break when folded is good 
for origami. But, since most of the models in this book are 
bi-color, it’s best to use paper that is a different color on 
each side. I recommend using standard “origami paper” 
which comes in an assortment of colors and is white on the 
back side. It’s sold at most arts and craft stores and online. 

For my show pieces I like to paint the paper with acrylic 
paint. This makes the model stronger, more colorful and 
also makes it waterproof. Another technique to make the 
paper stronger is to laminate it. A cheap (but time 
consuming) method of laminating paper is to completely 
cover one side with clear packing tape. 







This is a pictorial glossary showing how to do the basic folds which appear throughout 
origami diagrams. All origami maneuvers can be broken down into mountain folds 
and valley folds. Mountain folds, indicated by dot-dot-dash lines, are convex like a 
mountain ridge. Valley folds, indicated by dash-dash lines, are concave, like a valley.

Now that you have learned some basics, it’s time to learn a few more, but this time 
while folding the traditional Flapping Bird, which in my opinion is one of the most 
amazing origami models of all time. It requires making several basic folds such as 
Petal Fold and Square Base, which is why I’ve included it here in the Basics section

The Kissing Love Birds are complete and 
completely in love! In order to avoid tearing 
the paper, first ensure that you can make each 
bird flap individually before trying to make them 
flap at the same time. The action is similar to 
the Traditional Flapping Bird (page 15) except 
that it is caused by pulling each bird’s head 
instead of by pulling its tail. When each bird 
can flap individually, hold the model as shown 
above and pull your hands apart and the birds 
will simultaneously flap their wings.

Thoughts Behind the Folds 

As with many of the other models in this book, I had the idea of folding a Peacock Pop-up Card before I started 
folding. I decided to make the head and neck from one of the comers, and the rest of die design gradually fell 
into place, but the hardest part was to find a good, well-guidelined method for attaching the head and neck to the 
rest of the body. My solution underwent extensive evolution. The original version was quite rough but, nevertheless, 
I decided to teach it at the OrigamiUSA Convention 2000 on the assumption that I would be able to refine it in 
time. But it was much harder than I had anticipated and I found myself banging my head on the problem all the 
way to New York and even while teaching the class itself, which, just my luck, was soldout! I told everyone I 
would find a nicer version and diagram and publish it. So, now, more than a decade later, here it is!

Jeremy, how do you go about designing models?” 

The most common method I use to design models is to first look at 
pictures of the subjects (usually Yahoo images) and then set out to 
try to fold them using my bag of origami tricks that I’ve picked up 
over the years along with lot of trial and error. It’s kind of like 
trying to draw an object with a pencil; you can erase and redraw 
until it looks right. ITl often evolve a design over the course of 10 
or 15 attempts before I'm happy enough with it to call it quits.

Thoughts Behind the Folds 

The road to designing this model first included the discovery of a new origami pop-up mechanism 
(see steps 21-24), which I’ve used a lot since! Then I started thinking of what subject I should make pop 
up using the new mechanism, and a Puppy Pop-up came to mind. The evolution of the design spanned a 
couple of months, mostly trying to improve the puppy. Early versions resulted in two extra comer flaps 
of paper on the card which I simply sunk out of sight, but that wasted paper. So finally, I figured out a way 
to use the flaps: one flap became the dog house roof, and the other became a dog door. Challenge; What 
else can you pop-up? I believe almost any existing 2-D model can be adapted into a pop-up card. Simply 
keep the better half of your favorite origami model as it is, and unfold the worse half and transform it into 
a card. For subject matter, the animal kingdom is a good place to start, but the possibilities are endless! 
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A.K.A. “Hello Kitty” 

Here is a pop-up about a little bird that really did “tee a 
puddy tat.” This model should appeal to both cat and bird 
lovers, for in this meeting, what happens next is in the hands 
of the folder or in the imagination of the viewer.

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This short chapter is devoted to creatures that don’t really exist, 
or do they??? Folding origami fantasy creatures is a fantastic 
way to make them real! For example, if someone asks you, 
“Do dragons really exist?,” you can hold up an origami dragon 
and reply, “Yes, origami dragons really do exist!” I always 
act like the origami models in my box are real, which opens 
the door for children’s imaginations to run wild! 


Now, time for a little performance Q&A! 

Question: How can you keep an audience entertained by just showing 
them origami models? 

Answer: As I mentioned in the intro, the key to keeping an audience 
engaged and entertained is to use these four elements: suspense, surprise, 
amazement and humor. The routines in the “Perform It!” boxes use these 
elements and they also get the audience to participate, not just watch, which 
is another key to a successful origami show. I recommend practicing the 
“Perform It!” routines on friends and family to get comfortable and confident 
using origami as a performance art. Try to come up with new acts too! 

Another key to keeping the audience entertained by an origami show is to 
eliminate any dead time between models. That’s why I like to show them 
in rapid succession; as I put one model back in the box. I’m already pulling 
out the next! I also like to bring audiences as close to me as practical, 
making the show up-close and personal and, that way, more captivating. 
And, lastly, I speak with excitement, which tends to be contagious!

Thoughts Behind the Folds 

For the last few years I’ve been on an origami pop-up card campaign, so the idea to design a Pop-up Dragon 
came very naturally. My first attempts were to use the same base as my Pegasus Pop-up, but found that the 
head just wasn’t long enough. So then I decided to try to work directly from my Dragon (based on Robert 
Neale’s Dragon). 1 unfolded the hind legs and tail and realized the model still looked like a dragon. So, with 
the unfolded paper I set out to make a card, which was not difficult. The flapping mechanism came later from 
experimenting. The process of replacing the rear end of an origami animal with a card really opens the door 
to a whole host of possible new animal pop-up cards. Anyone care to tackle John Montroll’s Stegosaurus?

I’ve thrown in a few non-pop-up designs too. 

Now, time for a little origami design Q&A! 

Question: How do you decide what thing to try to fold next? 

Answer: Usually, when I set out to try to design something new in origami, the 
first step is deciding on a subject - deciding what new thing would be interesting 
and unique to design. Since most basic objects such as hearts, stars and flowers 
have been designed over and over by many origamists, in order to come up with 
something new and interesting, I try to mix subjects together. For example, let’s 
say I’m in the mood to fold stars. Instead of just folding a star I will try to fold a 
star hat, star ring or star ship, preferably the latter since it’s also a pun on Star Trek! 
Recently, I’ve been getting a lot of new ideas from design requests people make 
in the comments sections under my YouTube videos. 

Question: What led you to start designing origami Pop-ups? 

Answer: The desire to discover new yet-to-be-folded subjects is what led me to 
start designing origami pop-up cards, because while pop-up cards in general are 
popular and mainstream, I hadn’t seen many other one-piece no-cuts origami 
pop-up cards out there, which means that most subjects I manage to make into 
pop-up cards are bound to be new. The other reason I started designing pop-up 
cards is because I realized they would work well in my origami show for kids.

Note: The original challenge that I set out to try to fold was a Pop-up Cube, but this intermedia model, 
with only five faces (instead of six), is easier to fold, more efficient, and has a better pop-up action than my 
f inal Pop-up Cube (unpublished). So, I thought, why not stop here and call it a Cubicle! The moral of the 
story is, “When you fall short of any goal, simply refhime the goal, and you can call it a triumph!” I would 
like to add, though, that although this cube is missing one face, it does have all twelve edges! 
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My original plan was to design an origami cherry 
blossom card that I could teach at the San Francisco 
Cherty Blossom Festival, but this design that I ended 
up with was too complex to teach to begirmers, so I just 
demonstrated it instead. What I like ab^out this model 
is how the cherry blossom opens as you open the card, 
and I also like that it’s made from a square even though 
a cherry blossom has five petals.

Thoughts Behind the Folds 

This model came out of a 
somewhat mathematical 
exercise in inside-out origami: 
Given a square of paper, black 
on one side and white on the 
other, what is the maximum 
length of border between 
black and white that can 
be achieved via folding the 
square. I wasn’t able to solve 
the problem in that there 
possibly could be an even 
longer border, but at least 
my attempt resulted in a 
black/white border that 
exceeds the perimeter of the 
square by roughly 108% (see 
step 32 and imagine adding 
microscopic mountain folds 
on the inner petal edges, to 
extend the black/white 
border), and it resulted in a 
pretty flower too!
